Prophet," Raea (Lclpsic, Sep- 


tember) publishes an interesting notice 
from which we learn that this volcano 
has been luci! from Ihe earliest times, 
both by mariners am! by those who live 
In its vicinity, as a means of predicting 
Ihe weather. A recent, exhaustive study 
ot tho sublccl, while It ilocs not confirm 
quite all that has been claimed for the 
volcano In this line, amply justifies the 
confidence that has been pliccd in it. 
Probably other volcanoes of the same clans 
would give e<iuallylrustwortiiy]ndications.
